City of Grayling increases 
water, sewer rates 


P Average city 
water/sewer bill to. 
go up $5 per quarter 
(three months)

Acting on the advice of city audi- 
tors and a recommendation by the 
city manager, the Grayling City 
Council voted 4-1 last week to 
increase city water and sewer rates 
by about five percent. 
’ The city recently went through a 
foutine audit of its finances. Mayor 
Dave Wyman said the audit went 
well and revealed very few prob- 
fems, but the auditors did note that 
the city’s water and sewer fund is 
still operating at a deficit. 

The city’s water and sewer fund, 


which by law is supposed to be self- ° 


supporting through user fees, has 
not been taking in enough money to 
cover expenses related to water and 
sewer operation. 

' “The auditors have been telling us 
we need at least an inflationary 
increase every year,” City Manager 
Allen Lowe said. 

Lowe provided the council with a 
set of recommendations with regard 
to the water and sewer fund. 

‘The council approved the recom- 


mendations with a 4+[ vote. 


Councilman Roger Moshier voted 
“no.” 
The average water/sewer bill in 
the city is $100 per quarter (three 
months), . City Clerk Michele 
Moshier said. The approved 
changes will result in an increase of 
about $5 per quarter, Moshier said. 
Wyman said the increase in rates 
will generate about $16,000 per 
year — not enough for the water and 
sewer fund to break even. “The fund 
is tosing more than that,” Lowe said. 


The council has been hesitant to’ 


raise water and sewer rates in the 
last few years. The city installed 
new meters, which at first did 
increase revenues by providing the 
city with more accurate. readings. 
Revenues evened out after a few 
billing cycles due to increased water 
conservation by city residents, city 
officials said. 

This year, the city had some leak 
detection work done and managed 
to find and plug a few large-leaks, 
Lowe said. “That doesn’t cut much 
money though,” he said,

Local law enforcement agencies 
are continuing their combined holi- 
day campaign to help prevent traf- 
fic deaths and injuries. 

Over the past few weeks, the

For years in Crawford County, 
victims of domestic violence, sexual 
assault or abuse, and other crimes 
have had to face the stares of the 
accused and their supporters when 
testifying in a criminal case. A new 
tool being used by the Victim Rights 
Advocate’s office may lessen the 
discomfort of taking the stand. 

While it is seldom easy to testify 
in court under any circumstances, 
giving testimony against an 
assailant can be especially difficult, 
said Sharon Huss, Crawford 
County’s Victim Rights Advocate. 


The majority of the cases referred 


to Huss’ office concern domestic 
violence and sexual assault, where 
the victim 
assailant. Victims in these cases 
may have a difficult time facing 
someone they know and recounting 
the frightening details of the crime. 

Huss is responsible for helping 
people through the shock and emo- 
lional upheaval following a crime 
and to help them understand. the 
legal process of a criminal case in 
the local courts, 

She said she has to be a good lis- 
tener and “a shoulder to cry on” for 
the vast majority of her clients who 
are plunged into the confusing 
world of the criminal justice system, 
most for the first time and due to no 
fault of their own. 

Because victims are very often 
emotionally fragile, Huss has spent 
about $1,000 of her state grant- 
funded budget to purchase a witness 
screen lo shield victims from

victin, but the vietiny or witness 1s 
unable to see the face of the defen- 
dant or his or her supporters, thus 
creating, a less stressful situation 
during testimony, 

The sereen is especially helpful, 
Huss said, when a child must testify 


against an abusive parent or other 


adult in their household or family -- 
especially those who have suffered 
sexual abuse, She said child victims 
are often more vulnerable than adult 
victims (o persuasive or threatening 
looks from the abuser. The screen 
eliminates visual intimidation dur- 
ing testimony. 

Huss said the only way to 
decrease or stop the instances of 
abuse is to find ways for victims to 
complete the process of bringing 
abusers and assailants to justice. 
Once a victim brings the problem to 
the attention of law enforcement, he 
or she must be willing to continue 
through perhaps months of court 
hearings and unpleasant testimony - 
- and not give up or back down. 

“The abuser or criminal needs to 
know the victim is serious about 
stopping the abuse or convicting the 
person who has made a violation 
against them, and that they are not 
afraid to speak up,” said Huss. 

The screen has already proven its 
worth in a recent sexual abuse case 
involving a local family, she said, 
alowing the victims to testify with- 
oul being forced to look at their 
abuser. 

Crawtord County’s Victim Rights 
Advocate office is the first in dhe 
state of Michigan to purchase and 
put to use a wilhess screen, Huss 
said she demonstrated the screen 
recently for a group in Lansing. 
Now four other counties have pur- 
chased the sereen and many more 
are seriously considering acquiring 
a screen for their courtrooms,

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MAKING LAWS in Michigan is a sight 
to behold. 

The 92nd Michigan legislature, for exam- 
ple, has been in office since January 1, 2000. 
Yet two years later, it is scrambling to finish 
its work before it dies. 

The crunch is that any proposal intro- 
duced since New Year's day in 2000 and not 
enacted by year end 2002 dies as the 92nd 
Legislature goes out of existence. 

So why aren’t all these things taken care 
of before the pre-Christmas crisis? The 
Michigan legistature, after all, is a full time 
year around job, so why the rush at the end? 


Some items the lawmakers handled are of 


recent vintage -- such as Governor John 
Engler’s laundry list of budget cuts to live 
within the legal requirement to balance the 
state budget. 

Some things were late entries in some lep- 
islator’s head -- such as increasing from $40 
to $250 the amount auto dealer's can charge 
for paper work on a new car sale. 

Most matters have been simmering for

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months or even years -- permission for yet 
another Indian casino in Allegan County this 
lime, or modifying the state’s hold on the 
Detroit public school system, or climinating 
compulsory prison terms in some drug cases 
thus giving judges more discretion, 

Some late year actions were good -- such 
as ending compulsory sentencing. Some 
were not so good -- such as hiking the auto 
dealers’ paper work charge. But they all 
were caught in die year end crunch. 

Onee the fine print in these lame duck 
acuions becomes clear, some surprises may 
have slipped into law. Some obscure “clari- 
fying amendments” that somehow sneak 
into law have been known to yield unherald- 
ed results. 

But anyway, the 92nd Legislature is done 
now ... or ds it?) The lawmakers may come 
back again before year’s end to tic up even 
more loose ends, ICs possible. 

ARE TERM LIMITS at blame for hurry- 
up year end confusion? 
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Does Michigan really need year-round legislature? 


Under term limits adopted by voters a few 
years ago, 24 of 110 house members, and 28 
of 38 senators are forced to leave office. 

With them goes a combined total of 
almost 500 years of experience in the 
Michigan tegislature. 

The problem with Michigan lawmaking is 
not term limits. The problem is that the leg- 
islature is full time and meets year around. 

Since the legislature became a career 
instead of a public service, it rarely adjourns 
until sometime in December. The legisla- 
ture convenes each January, then recesses 
several times throughout the year, and meets 
again in December 10 close up shop. 

That’s the way it’s been for about the last 
40 years or so. Before that, Michigan’s leg- 
islature was part time, with part time pay 
and limited sessions. 

Most states do not have full time tegislat- 
ing. In most states the legislature meets for 
a limited period early in the year and must 
have its work done in a specified time -- usu- 
ally 90 or 120 days. Then the legislators go 
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home, and live more like normal citizens. 
x OK OK 

IN MOST STATES, the legislature is not 
a career. In Michigan it is, with pay levels 
now at about $85,000, and a plush retire- 
ment program, which includes lifetime med- 
ical insurance. 

Michigan’s full time lawmaking system 
costs huge tax dollars not only for pay and 
fringes for the members, but also for a huge 
legislative staff, some of which is duplicated 
twice -- house to senate, then again Iegisla- 
live lo executive. 

With a part lime legislature, the state 
could abandon some legislative office build- 
ings in downtown Lansing, perhaps using 
(them for other state purposes thus bringing a 
moratorium on building even more state 
offices. 


No one who is or has been a member of 


the legislature in recent years will agree 
with this reasoning. They will insist they 
worked Jong hours and were busy all the 
time doing the people’s business. 
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Even with professional full time lawmak- 
ers, working long hours, the stale somehow 
is once again in crisis, unable to provide 
necessary services and the money to pay for 
them. 

That’s not very convincing testimony for 
the theory that a full time professional legis- 
lature is the best way to do the people’s busi- 
ness .... even considering those 52 departing 
lawmakers, with bulging staffs and all those 
500 years of experience, who have been run- 
ning things for quite a while now. 

Maybe it’s. time to try another way -- a 
part time system, with citizens legislators, 
not professionals, which is what the 
founders of our country had in mind all 
along.

Many employers offer flexible 
spending accounts which allow you 
to have money deducted from your 
paycheck for dependent care costs 
and medical expenses not covered 
by insurance (i.¢., chiropractic care, 
prescription co-pays, crutches). It's 
a great way to reduce your taxable 
income, but plan carefully, because 
unused dollars must be forfeited at 
the end of each year. If your 
employee benefits enrollment. has 
already occurred, you'll have to wail 
until next year lo take advantage of 
this one.

Some Simple Deductive 
Reasoning 

The government designates a 
standard deduction, adjusted each 
year for inflation, designed for tax- 
payers who don't care to itemize 
their deductible expenses or may not 
have enough to qualify otherwise. 
The standard deduction for individ- 
uals for the 2002 tax year is $4,700, 
and for married, filing jointly it's

Police records show Adkins him- 
self was shot two months prior to 
the Dingess killing by the victim’s 
mother, who had a record of violent 
crime. 

Sparks said the late Anthony 
Dingess allegedly would beat 
Adkins and force him to hand over 
his monthly assistance checks. 
Adkins had reportedly taken the 
beatings long enough and shot 
Dingess. 

Adkins had no criminal record in 
West Virginia at the time of the 
shooting, and the Logan Banner, a 
local newspaper, reported Adkins 
had = posted ~—s several = “No 
Trespassing” signs around his prop- 
erty in an effort to keep the 
Dingesses away. 

A Logan County, WV jury delib- 
erated for four hours, finding 
Adkins guilty of murder in the first 
degree. He was sentenced May 10, 
2000, Adkins appealed the decision 
in January 2001, but the West 
Virginia Court of Appeals upheld 
his conviction by a 4-3 decision. 

His minimum discharge date has 
been listed as “Death.” 

In Crawford County, Adkins has 
been wanted since June 1999 for 
failing to appear for a jury trial on 
the charges of operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence of liquor 
(OUIL), unlawful blood alcohol 
Jeve) (UBAL), and possession of 
marijuana. . 

Sheriff Wakefield said his office 
has learned of the whereabouts of 
three other people on the newly 
developed list, but would not elabo- 
rate. He did say, however, the fugi- 
tives are not in the slate of 
Michigan, therefore his office will 
not be pursuing apprehension. “My 
budget simply won't allow for trav- 
el outside of the state, but if and 
when they come to Michigan, we’ll 
arrest them,” Wakefteld said. 

“It’s a good thing they are not in 
Michigan,’ Wakefield remarked. 
“And, they can just stay out of our 
county. As far as I’m concerned -- 
considering what this first guy 
(Adkins) is in prison for -- the list

The Vikings of Grayling High 
School opened their 2002-03 varsity 
boys basketball season with a win 
over the Owls of Oscoda in 
Grayling last Tuesday.

Seed implant therapy involves 
inserting tiny radioactive seeds into 
the prostate. The first step, says 
Patrick McLaughlin, M.D., a radia- 
tion oncologist at the UMHS, is to 
take a picture of the prostate gland. 
“Since prostates range in size, we 
use the image to determine how 
many seeds should be implanted and 
where they should be placed.” 

Several seeds are implanted dur- 
ing an operating room procedure. 
Checks are done to make sure the 
seeds are in the right place. This 
procedure allows the patient to go 
home the same day, but several 
additional follow-up scans are nec- 
essary to confirm the seeds are 
indeed where they are supposed to 
be. 

“The outcome of this procedure is 
directly related to the quality of the 
implant,” says McLaughlin. “Good 
implants are very, very effective at 
curing the cancer.” 

In contrast to seed implant thera- 
py, prostatectomy involves the 
removal of the prostate gland during 
a two- to three- hour procedure. 
After the prostate is removed, the 
bladder and the urethra are reat- 
tached. ’ 

“For most patients, this is the only 
treatment they’ll ever need, and it’s 
unlikely their cancer will ever reoc- 
cur,” says Sanda. 

Some of the common side effects 
of cither prostateclomy or seed 
implants include erectile dysfunc- 
tion and temporary urinary prob- 
lems. 

The SPIRIT trial won’t just use 
cancer survival rates to determine 
the most effective cure. Researchers 
also will use confidential patient 
surveys to evaluate patients’ quality 
of life and the presence of side 
effects after seed tmplant therapy 
and surgical removal of the cancer. 

“We’ve come to a juncture where 
providing quality care goes beyond 
Just curing the cancer,” says:Sanda. 
“Now, we want to-do more.’ We 
want to cure the cancer and know 
the patient has a high quality of life 
and an outcome with which he can 
be happy.”
